The boy screamed and Weiss and 
Stephens plunged into the watcr, afte- 
stopping the boat. It had been going at 
a pretty good speed and they were com- 
pelled to swim some distance before they 
reached the dentist’s side. He was un- 
conscious. 


Unable to Revive Him.

GANG OF HINDUS 
BATTLE POLICE 


Repulse Canadian Steamer} 
Boarders Who Seek to 
Depört Them. 


MANY HURT IN FIGHT. 


Ottawa, Ont., July 10.—4 report of a 
battle in Vancouver harbor early today 
between Canedian officials, backed by po- 
lee, and a body of Hindus on the Japanese 


steamship Komagata Maru was received 
by government officials tonight. 

The steamer arrived three months ago 
with 350 Hindus, who claimed as British 
subjects the right to land in Canada. The 
Canadiar immigration officials refused 
them admission on the ground that they 
were undesirable persons. Several times 
the Hindus attempted to reach shore, but 
were prevented by guard boats which the 
Canadia, authorities —. on watch 
cver the ship. 

Greeted by Hail of Missiles. 

The courts sustained the position taken 
by the government and the Japanese cap- 
rain of the steamer was given until 6 
o'clock Saturday afternoon to sail for 
India with his lead of Hindus. The pas- 
sengers prevented him from getting steam 
up and he asked for assistance. 

A hundred and sixty policemen and im- 
migratior officials went out to the vessel, 
tut were unable to gain the deck in the 
faee of a storm of coal, iron bars, pieces 


of machinery, hatchets, and clube. Meany 
of the pcli¢emen were injured. 

Zome shots were fired by the Hindus. 
The officers refused to return the fire and 
retired, taking with them twenty injured 
men. Their injuries are not serious.

Story of Disappearance. 

Katherine Winters disappeared on 
March 20, 1913. She had gone out to sell 

needles for a church society. and the 
girl's parents said they thought she hed 
gone to a friend's house for dinner, and 
wave this as their reason for not inform- 
ing the police until the next day of her 
failure to return home. 

All sorts of rumors and alleged clews 
were run down by the authorities all over 
thé country. The Chicago police were 
called into the case. The little girl's pic- 
ture and description were printed in the 
police bulletin and scattered broadcast 
over the country. Business men of New- 
castle and Dr. Winters raised a fund of 
$2,000, which was offered as a reward. 

All sorts of stories were repeated, One 
of these was to the effect that the girl 
had been seen in the company of a band 
of gypsies who had encamped near New- 
castle, The nomads were headed toward 
Chicago, and gypsy camps around South 
Chicago were searched. 


Detective Pursues Gypsies. 

Detectives visited gypsy camps in Riv- 
eraide, Cicero, Summit, and Forest Park 
without result. Then one day a band of 
gypsiés suddenly decamped from Hub- 
bard Woods. They left so quickly they 
forgot to take three horses along. The 
rumor spread that the band was fleeing 
with the Winters girl. Detectives got on

| Seige Lease Locations. 

The fellows already in Twenty-seconé 
street had ‘framed to shut out the Cus- 
tom House gang. They did it in one 
wey by securing leases on the good loca- 
tions. They also had a good grip on the 
police. The Custom House gang served 
notice on the other crowd that they would 
either be declared in or hattle. 

Atbitrators went to work on the prob- 
lem. It was decided that the big féllows 
of Custom House and the big fellows of 
Twenty-second street should work to- 
gether. Every house in the district must 
pay for protection. The scale averaged 
from $10 to $200 a week, depending op 
the nature of the establishment. The 
problem of collection was solved by arbi- 
tiation. 


Procession of Tribute Bearers. 

After that time if a watcher would stand 
at a certain point on Archer avenue on 
certain appointed days he could see the 
tribute bearers wending their way to the 
establishment of Jim Colosimo. 

The money was spilt three ways—the 
Big Four or the Big Five gota split. The 
police got a split. And the political pow- 
ers got a split. Any one who falled to kick 
in was put out of business. And the news- 
papers printed the stories about these 
very effective raids. They were effective. 
The police did not simply make arrests. 
They tore in with-fire axes and cut the 
hangings, chopped the pianos, split up 
the woodwork, wrecked the joint. 


WHAT THE GRIZZLY BEAR DID. 


A few years later the Grizzly Bear 
dance, which first got popular on 
Barbary coast in San Francisco, came to 
Chicago. There always was a ict of 
dispute as to who brought it here.

Bloom may have wanted to permit 
the hall's patrons to bearcat, as such 
dancing was called, but the alderman 
wouldn't have it. He didn’t like the dance 
and he thought the hall could hold its own 
with its old bill of fare—two steps, waltzes, 
plenty of women, and pienty of drinks. 

The alderman was mistaken. Busi- 
ness at the hall fell off and the ** Grit 
Bear fellows prospered. ‘Then it be- 
came necessary to stop it or the hail 
would go out of business.

In another quarter Funkhouser has 
been publicly attacked by a certa.n week- 
ly publication. He has been cartooned, 
maligned, verbally assaulted as no other 
public man in Chicago has been assaulted. 
It is suspected that Colosimo is behinc 
that attack. Every issue that brings 
forth vituperation of Funkhouser and 
Dannenberg contains praise and adver- 
tising for Colosimo. 

However, these things have failed to 
shake Funkhouser or Dannenberg in th- 
fulfillment of their duties as outlined in 
the ordinances of this city and their worn 
oath of office. 


Gunmen in Tunnel. 

Now, ten days before the tragedy, it 
was a matter of common gossip that there 
was a gang of gunmen kept in the tun- 
nel.“ Nothing else could scare Dannen- 
berg or Funkhouser. The gang was out 
for blood. What did that tunnel 
mean? Johnny Turio’s place connects 
with a tunnel running to other dives in 
the district.

One Hundred and Fifty Policemen

The 
regulations provide that only detectives 
shall be allowed to dress thus.

May Tear Down Buildings.

Dreams of Capitol in Chicago. 

The governor believes a million dollar 
building can be erected in Chicago on a 
plan which will pay for iteeif in forty 
years by applying the rentals now paid 
for the state departments in Chicago office 
buildings. 

These rentals now aggregate $60,000 a 
year. The governor correctly figures that 
thie is 6 per cent interest on a million 
dollars. He now proposes that the state 
issue a million dollars of bonds and that 
‘the proceeds be used in constructing the 
state capitol annex in Chicago. 


Sinking Fund Suggested. 

He thinks the bonds could be sold with 
but 3% per cent interest liability. He 
would take the other 2% per cent, rep- 
resented in the $60,000 rentals now paid, 
and make it a sinking fund, which in 
forty years would retire the original in- 
vestment and leave the atate in posses- 
sion of the building. 

We could erect the building on the 
lake front, in Grant park for that mat- 
ter,“ said the governor. ‘ Both the city 
and the state have land along the lake. 
We wouldn't have to bother about the 
Ward ‘watch dogs.’ We could put the 
building there if we wanted to, and I 1 2- 
lieve it should be done.”

MAY FORCE VOTE ON JONES 


Opponents to Demand Minor- 
ity Submit Report This Week 


FRIENDS SEEKING DELAY. 


Urge Giving Chicagoan Chance te 
Reply to Senate Charges. 


{BY A STAFF CORRESPONDENT.) 

Washington, D. C., July 19.—[8pecial. }— 
Opponents of confirmation of the a ppoint- 
ment of Thomas D. Jones of Chicago to 
the federal reserve board are planning to 
press the iesue in the senate this week. 

Led by Senatore Hitchcock of Nebras- 
ka and Reed of Missouri, Democrats, the 
anti-Jones men, who are confident of till 
possessing a majority, will demand that 
the minority submit ite report upholding 
the nomination before the end & the 
week. 

The minority, led by Senators Pomerene 
and Hollie, is delaying a vote in the en- 
deavor to pledge a majority of senators 
unquelifiedly to support of the appoint- 
ment. 


Urge Awaiting Jones’ Reply. 

They will insist upon holding out, at 
least until Mr. Jones replies to the re- 
quest that he submit an answer to the 
charges in the majority report criticising 
his fitness for the post. Senator Pom- 
erene stated tonight that no reply from 
Mr. Jones has been received. 

The administration leaders said tonight 
that they are more confident than ever 
of being able to achieve the confirmation 
by a majority of one. But they hesitate 
to push the fight on so slender a margin 
of safety and desire more time in which 
to bring recalcitrant Democrats into line. 
They fear that the absence of one or 
more Democrats unpaired might result 
in the defeat of Jones by the twe or 
three majority. 


Sherman Will Support Jones. 

President Wilson's representatives 
were cheered tonight by receipt of posi- 
tive intelligence that Senator Sherman 
of Illinole will vote for Jones. Senator 
Lewis announced several days ago that 
his colleague would support the nomi- 
nee. Some Republican senators under- 
took to deny this report to the Demo- 
cratic leaders. Mr. Sherman telegraphed 
friends here today that he “ favors Jones’ 
confirmation.” 

The administration senators contend 
that the support of Jones by both sena- 
tors of different parties from Illinois es- 
tablishes the nonpartisan character of 
the nomination, and they believe thet the 


attitude of Mr. Sherman will result in 


bringing old Republicans into line for the 
appointee. 

Republican senators are being deluged 
with appeals from business men in large 
commercial centers to vote for both Jones 
and Warburg. 


WOODRUFF ESTATE DROPS. 


Former Lieutenant Governor of New 
York, Reputed Millionaire, 
Leaves but $300,000.

Mr. Barnhill at 
present is holding the position of police- 
man on the house roll through the cour- 
tesy of Congressman Fowler of the Twen- 
ty-fourth district. Barnhill, besides 
adopting an anti-suffrage plank, also be- 
lieves in advocating marriage for all of 
his proposed constituents. :

House Committee Condemns Acts. 

Dec. 9—House committee reports con- 
demnation of lobbying activities of N. A. 
M. and opinion that McDermott commit- 
ted “ acts of grave impropriety,” but sub- 
mits no recommendations of action; ques- 
tion of action referred to judiciary com- 
mittee. 

March 11—Inquiry by National Voters’ 
league discloses that twenty-four or more 
members of house lied in stating that they 
demanded a roll call on motion to refer 
lobby report to judiciary committee.

After months of delay the judiciary sub- 
committee recommended the censure of 
both McDermott and the manufacturers.

Washington, D. C., July 19.—[Special.}— 
mee decision of the interstate commerce 
eommission in the rate advance case 
ghich will be handed down this week is 
not expected to cause even 3 flutter in 

de stock market. 

The ruling of the commission, which will 
be largely adverse to the railroads, has 
been bo thoroughly discounted that the 
carriers are not basing any hopes on it 
whatsoever. 

As has been reported from time to time 
in THE TRIBUNE, the decision will— 

Deny the roads a 5 per cent hori- 
gontal increase. . 

It will deny any increase whatso- 
ever in the present lake and rail or 
ocean and rail rates. 

It will permit slight increases in some 
class and commodity rates, but will 
deny increases in the heavier bulk 
rates. 

It will order the roads to discontinue 
gil free services, such as are per- 
formed at the larger city terminals for 
favored shippers. 

Score Bad Business. 

It will score the carriers for unscien- 
tific business management in the past. 

It will recommend that hereafter 
they operate their roads along sound 
business lines and not with their eyes 
on the stock market. 

The roads will be condemned for at- 
tempting to maintain fixed dividends, 
irrespective of their earnings. 

They will be censured for the mas- 
ner in which they have manipulated 
their maintenance accounts from year 
to year, starving them one year and 
overfeeding them the next. 

They will be arraigned for permitting 
their equipment to remain in a crip- 
pled state during slack seasons, when 
they could have operated their shops, 
instead of waiting until there came a 
demand for more cars and engines and 

then operating their shops overtime at 
an increased expense. 

The decision, in fact, will be largely a 
review of general railroad conditions 
throughout the eastern territory, com- 
bined with advice from the commisslfon 
as to the best method of remedying bad 
conditions, 


- Plea for Worker’s Family. 

Tt is believed one part of it will deal 
especially with the present concentration 
of industries in certain large cities and 
recommend that these industries be scat- 
tered along the lines in the smaller towns, 
thus enabling the railroads to handle their 
business without the congestion, delay, 
and expense incidental to city terminals; 
aid the industries in reducing their over- 
head charges and the cost of their prop- 
erties; and assist the employés of the in- 
dustries to lower the cost of living and 
raige its standard by placing them in 
smaller communities, where living ex- 
penses are not so high, where fresh air 
can be had for themselves and their fam- 
ilies. - 

The distribution of traffic and industry 
undoubtedly will be one of the main 
themes for discussion in the report and 
the carriers and industries will be urged 
to codperate in the distribution for their 
mutual advantage. 


Lost Hope Weeks Ago. 

The railroads reached the conclusion 
weeks ago that the commission would not 
grant their request for a 5 per cent hori- 
zontal increase in rates amounting in dol- 
lars and cents to upwards of $50,000,000 


& year. 


Representatives of the carriers, during 
the hearings on their request, asserted 
that if the increase was not granted and 
granted quickly, the roads would go on 
the rocks all over the country and one 
line after another would be forced into 
bankruptcy. Witness after witness pre- 
sented by the railroad attorneys made 
this assertion. Finally Chairman Harlan 
and Commissioners McChord, Clements, 
and Meyer, comprising a majority of the 
body, severely criticised President Smith 
of the New York Central and other high 
officials for their ‘calamity plea.” 


Fought Against Delay. 
The hearings were concluded the latter 
part of April. In their closing argu- 
ments the railroad attorneys again stated 
*mphatically that what they desired 
Above all things else was a speedy rul- 
„one way or the other, in the case. 
they asserted, meant destruction 
for many lines. 

All through May pressure was brought 
to bear on the commission to hasten the 
ion. Greater pressure was brought 
ih June. When the end of June was 
Mached and it was not yet given out the 
Mallroads began to look around. They 
found they weren’t so badly off as they 
thought. They took the hints, thrown 
eat by the commissioners during the 
aims on some matters of business, 
though their revenues showed a 
decline in some cases, yet their

op conditions throughout the coun- 
N. never more favorable than this year- 
ean to spell optimism. Roads began to 
te back discharged employés; 
orders for new rails, for new 
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equipments, and began runni-g their | 
shops overtime in many instances to put 
their rolling stock in shape to handle the 
bumper crops. 

Conditions in the railroad business 
have improved so during the month of 
June that the prices of those stocks 
which had not been fundamentally un- 
dermined by watering have shown steady 
improvement. 

The delay of the commission in render- 
ing the decision convinced the railroad 
operators that their pleas f@ an imme- 
diate increase because of the precari- 
ousness of their condition had gone un- 
countenanced. They then set about to 
meet conditions as they are and to cope 
with them on the general theory that 
practically no increase in revenues from 
rates will come from the commerce com- 


Big Aid to Roads. 

The decision, however, will point 
out the way to great benefit for the car- 
riers. Through the elimination of free 
services alone, the carriers in the eastern 
territory will be enabled to save almost 
as many millions annually as they hoped’ 
to obtain through the 5 per cent hori- 
zontal increase. A more scientific han 
dling of their expenditures for new equip- | 
ment and their expenditures for repairs 
on old equipment will add millions more 
to their savings and thus increase their 
net earnings relatively. The commission 
will emphatically insist that the roads 
take care of their cripples during the 
dull season, instead of letting them pile 
up on miles of side track until the rush 
season strikes them, when all have to be 
put through the shops in a hurry. Not 
only that, but the commission will point 
out that the roads also should devote 
their attention to keeping the:r tracks 
and rights of way in repair during the ofl 
season in traffic. 

The decision has been written for sev- 
eral days. All of the commissioners now 
have copies of it. Its contents have been 
known in a general way for several 
weeks.

Federal Board Meets Em- 
ployers and Men of 98 
‘Roads Today. 


MAN AGERS HOPEFUL. 


—ů— 


The pariey for the amicable settiement 
of the controversy between employés of 
ninety-eight western railroads and the 
general managers will begin today. The 
United States board of mediation and 
conciliation will hold ea conference with 
the employers and employée at the Con- 
grese hotel this morning. 

The members of the mediation board 
arrived in Chicago yesterday. They are 
Ohairman William L. Chambers, Federal 
Judge Martin A. Knapp. and Assistant 
Commissioner of Labor G. W. W. Han- 
ger. W. 8. Stone of the engineers and W. 
8. Carter of the flremen will head the em- 
ployés committee and A. W. Trenholm is 
chairman of the railroad board of man- 
agers. 


Other Negotiations Cease. 

Negotiations between the employés and 
the managers ceased upon the announce- 
ment that the men had agreed to accept 
the services of the federal commission. 
The employés had refused to accept the 
proffer of aid from the federal commis 
sion on the ground that they had no as- 
surance the railroads would live up to 
any agreement entered into. 

A. W. Trenholm of the general manag- 
ers said he believed the controversy 
would be adjusted. 

“If the mediators are able to bring 
about an agreement to arbitrate I think 
we can speedily adjust the differences bo- 
tween the men and their employers," he 
said. “The managers are hopeful of a 
settlement without a strike and are will- 
ing to do all in their power for a settle- 
ment. 


Doesn't Mean Arbitration. 

The acceptance of the assistance of the 
federal board, however, does not mean 
the employés’ have agreed to arbitrate. 
According to members of the employés’ 
executive committee they will meet with 
the mediators for the purpose of showing 
their willingness to prevent a strike. 

We do not intend to bind ourselves in 
an agreement which will defeat our efforts 
to gain an increase in wages, said one of 
them. Our experiences in the past have 
shown us that the railroads have failed 
to live up to the awards of the mediators. 
We will meet with the managers and the 
mediators Monday. 


Men Firm in Demands. 

“If the meeting results satisfactorily 
it is possible we may agree to submit the 
matter to arbitration. We are firm in our 
demands and unless the managers show 
some evidence of granting them I fear 
we will have to refuse to arbitrate.” 

The railroad managers say they are 
willing to meet the men helf way at some 
date in the future to consider their de- 
mands, but say an increase of wages at 
the present time is impossible. Accord- 
ing to one of the members of the railroad 
managers, they will agree to open nego- 
tiations with the men one year from now 
with the hope that the railroads will re- 
cover from the present depression. 


Say Western Roads Prosper. 


The men say the railroads in the west 
are as prosperous ar those in the east and 
point to the fact that the employés of 
eastern roads have been given an increase 
»with better hours.

T. D. JONES. 

The chief objection raised against the confirmation 
of Thomas D. Jones by the senate is his membership 
in the board of directors of the International Har- 
vester company. He was made a member of the 
board because of his business experience and stand- 
ing. The International Haryester company, which 
annually accepts the notes of farmers to the extent 
of $75,000,000, showed considerable appreciation of 
Mr. Jones’ knowledge of credits when it asked him 
to become a member of its board and contribute his 
judgment in passing upon the soundness of such 
obligations, which latter are necessarily based upon 
general business conditions. Mr. Jones’ qualifica- 
tions for membership on the federal reserve board 
should be considered apart from incidental political 

questions of expediency which certain members 91 
the senate may entertain. 

The dominant feature of the new federal reserve 
banking act is the acceptance of commercial paper as 
the. basis for several hundred million dollars, about 
$450,000,600 at this time, of new currency called 
federal reserve notes. This involves a new basis of 
credit to secure circulating notes, and the success of 
the banking plan will depend upon the exercise of 
sound banking principles in the designation of the 
kind of credit: or commercial paper to be accepted 
in transactions of the federal reserve banks. 

Mr. Jones’ business expeiience and the confidence 
in his judgment which is entertained by those who 
know him afford primary qualifications for passing 
upon matters which will come before the federal re- 
serve board. 5 

The middle west has a right to expect that the 
leading official appointee of the federal reserve board 
will be representative of its) commercial interests. 


It will do no harm for Democratic senators to note 


the fact that while there will be but seven members 
of the federal reserve board the administration now 
has as members of it the secretary of the treasury, 
the controller of the currency, and two ‘ther mem- 
bers at present officials of government departments. 
The middle west is entitled to a strong man on the 
federal reserve board—such 9 man as T. D. Jones. 


IMMIGRANTS AND FARMING. 
Jews, who for centuries were deprived of the 
right to own land in most countries of tne old 
world, are now making good as farmers in the 
United States. Taking cognizance of the fact that 
the members of their race are city dwellers, and 
are therefore accustomed to a highly developed 
form of communal life, the promoters of coloniza- 
tion among immigrant Hebrews are modifying the 
American mode of farm life. Instead of having iso- 
lated farms they settle four families in one cluster. 
Twenty-five such four family clusters of farmers 
are located at distances from each other that per- 
mit them to form one large communal unit. 

Age long estrangement from land is thus over- 
come hy the promoters of Jewish farming in the 
United States. The various other nationalities that 
are pouring into this country have no such handi- 
caps to overcome. e largest percentage of the 
present day immigrants come from rural communi- 
ties of the old world, if not directly from tlie land. 
To settle them on farms in this country is there- 
fore a much easier task than it is to settle men 
who have been accustomed to manual labor or 


small trading in cities. 


The recent failures of large numbers of private 
banks have shown that the savings of aliens in 
this country are not inconsiderable. Too many of 
our foreign born citizens who have made a suc- 
cess in the United States are indifferent to the 
fate of their newly arrived compatriots. The 
Americanized element of every foreign nationality, 
for the welfare of the immigrants of their nation- 
ality as well as of the United States, ought to 
maintain a colonization bureau to actively aid 
aliens in getting out of the cities and getting to 
the land. 


ER HUMAN FACTOR. 
The spirit of democracy which has been leveling 
down castes and classes within nations has now 
invaded industry, with the result that the skilled 
mechanic has ceased to be the industrial aristocrat 
he was a few years ago. There are, of course, a 
- pum ber of trades in which the human factor is 
still in the ascendancy; where individual skill is 
recognized and paid for. In the majority ot in- 
dustries, however, perfected. machinery takes the 
place of individual skill, The unskilled, ignorant 
laborer is on a par with the man who has had 
Fears of experience. 
These facts need to be looked squarely in the 
face, need to be empliasized just now, especially 
because of the false construction which is being 
put in certain quarters upon the movement for a 
better and more thorough education of the working 
people. Many advocates of continuation courses 
+ for children between the ages of 14 and 17 who 
to go to work convey the impression 
education means higher wages. They 
the impression that industry is clamoring 
ore educated, for skilled workers; that it 
‘Js accepting the unskilled, uneducated laborer under 
‘protest. Educate yourself a little more and em- 
ployers will grab you and your wages will go up 
automatically, That is the gist of their argu-

NEW HAVEN CORRUPTION. 
{From the New York World.] 

The New Haven was looted under the personal 
auspices of men who were supposed to represent 
the loftiest financial integrity of Wall street. It 
was looted under the auspices of men who posed 
as the great captains of American finance. Yet 
under the direction of Morgan and Rockefeller 
the New Haven shared practically the fate of the 
Erie under Fisk and Gould. In its madness for 
monopoly the so-called integrity of Wall street 
produced substantially the same results as the 
most cunning rascality of Wall street produced a 
generation ago. 

Not only that, but did the crookedness of Fisk 
and Gould ever resort to more devious ways to 
conceal the truth than that to which this re- 
spectable Morgan-Rockefeller combination re- 
sorted? Let the commission tell the story: 


It was found in the investigation of the 
New Haven system that there were 336 sub- 
sidiary corporations, and the books of the 
New Haven road proper reflect only a small 
part of the financial transactions of the rall- 
road. Many of these subsidiary corporations 
served no purpose gave an evil one. They 
were used to cover up transactions that would 
not bear scrutiny, and to keep from the eyes 
of public officials matters that were sought 
to be kept secret. 


Wall street for months has been screaming 
against government by investigation.” Is Wall 
street prepared to stand by the record in the 
New Haven case and to maintain that it is. es- 
sential to the prosperity of the American people 
that such iniquity must not be exposed, much 
less punished? ° 

Wall street for months has been\denouncing 
the administration’s proposals for government 
supervision over the securities of railroads as 
“ political control” of great corporations. Has 
political control anything more scandalous to its 
discredit than the Morgan-Rockefeller control of 
the New Haven? Would it be possible even in 
Tammany Hall to find a more devious trail of 
crookedness and corruption than that which the 
interstate commerce commission hag been follow- 
ing from the offices of the New Haven? 

There can be no constitution of peace with men 
who practice grand larceny and call it finance, 
There can be no constitution of peace with men 
who practice burglary and call it business.

How did he get it? Yes, 135 had been 
shooting ground squirrels, and one shot 
had fallen into the hole. Yes, he had 
run his arm down the hole and pulled 
the squirrel out. But the nearest plague 
was at San Francisco, almost 500 miles 
away. 

The trail was easy to follow. An in- 
fected rat had got intoastockcar. From 
this car it had escaped in the cleaning 
yard in Los Angeles. It had found a home 
in the squirrel burrows up the hillside. 
Plague had jumped 500 miles. 


— 
However, the disease did not spread. 
It did not spread at Seattle or elsewhere 
north of San Francisco. It was rather 
easy to stop its spread among people in 
San Francisco. 

When it first got to San Francisco in 
1900, it was limited. The health officers 
went after the Chinese quarter in earnest. 
No part of San Francisco now Is cleaner, 
more rat proof and freer from rats than 
the Chinese quarter. 

When, a few years later San Francisco 
again became infected with plague, it 
was among white people. It found no 
foothold in Chinatown. What does that 
mean? Any people, whether white, 
black, brown, red, or yellow, can escape 
plague by getting clean enough and 
keeping that way. The reason London 
does not now have plague as it did in 
1665 is because London is cleaner than it 
was in 1665. 

Just when the authorities were get- 
ting plague under control some foolish 
people persuaded thé governor, the sec- 
retary of the treasury, and a federal 
judge to stop the plague work. The in- 
fection got among the rodents in the 
country around about. Many millions of 
dollars have been spent to accomplish 
what could have been accomplished with 
a few thousand dollars had the officers 
not been stopped. 


~2>- 
Plague is now in New Orleans. Any 
day a stock train is liable to carry an 
infected rat to Memphis, Chicago, New 
York, or Boston. A week later some per- 
son in one of these cities is liable to have 
an illness the like of which the attending 
physician has never seen, 

Sooner or later some alert physician will 
make a diagnosis of plague. Then the 
aroused city will begin a general rat kill- 
ing. Premises will be made rat proof.

Bryan's amusing faux pas in ad- 
dressing through the United States 
minister plenipotentiary at Berne an 
official invitation to the Swiss re- 
public to send a warship to participate 
in the naval celebrations connected with 
the inauguration of the Panama canai 
and the opening of the exposition at San 
Francisce, it may be said that the Helve- 
tian republic, despite its land locked fron- 
tiers, formerly had a navy. Mr. Bryans 
invitation,» therefore, is merely a hun- 
dred years or so too late. 

According to the Swiss historian, Von 
Haller, the Republic of Berne, having 
acquired by conquest the Canton de 
Vaud, bordering on the Lake of Geneva, 
established on the waters of that great 
inland sea a fleet of warships for the pur- 
pose of defending its coasts against the 
Duke of Savoy, whose dominions like- 
wise bordered on the lake. The duke, in 
his turn, organized a fleet of warships. 


— 


The navy of the Republic of Berne, or, 
rather, I should say, of Switzerland, re- 
mained in existence for nearly 200 years, 
its chief bearing the title of admiral, and 
it was only abolished at the time of the 
Napoleonic wars at the close of the 
eighteenth century, the last Swiss ad- 
miral being a patrician of the Swiss re- 
public bearing the name of De Crousas. 

Thanks to this gallant officer and to 
his predecessors in chief command of the 
Swiss fleet on the blue waters of the 
Lake of Geneva, Switzerland can boast 
of a victory studded naval history of 
which it has every reason to be proud, 
and those who fondly imagine that the 
title of Swiss admiral exists only in comic 
opera and in the imagination of such 
composers as Offenbach merely expose 
their ignorance, .

Sir Hubert Swinburne, through the 
death last week of his gallant old father, 


John Swinburne, at the age of 85, suc- 


ceeds to the chieftaincy of one of the 
oldest families in England, and to the 
possession of a country seatin the county 
of Northumberland known as Capheaton, 
near Newcastle on Tyne, which has been 


in the possession of the Swinburnes since 


the reign of Queen Elizabeth, their pre- 
vious home, Swinburne castie, in the 
same county, where they were flourishing 
at the time of the Nofman conquest, 
having passed, through marriage, into 
the ownership of the Riddels 300 hundred 
years ago. 

The most famous member of the family 
in modern times was Algernon Swin- 
burne, the leading poet of his day, son of 
Admiral Charles and Lady Jane Swin- 
burne. He undoubtedly would have been 
appointed to succeed Lord Tennyson as 
poet laureate had it not been for the 
radical and even downright revoiution- 
ary opinions which he professed in all 
political matters, especially with regard 
to Russian affairs, and to the reigning 
house of Romanoff.

The late Sir John, father of the new 
baronet, was well known on this side of 
the Atlantic, and was a frequent visitor 
to the United States as representative of 
the English holders of Virginia state 
bonds. In fact, Sir John's second wite 
was a Miss Mary Corbett, an American 
woman, if I remember aright, of Rich- 
mond, Va., Whose acquaintance he made 
during one of his many stays over here.

As a 
child he had been carried off to France, 
kidnaped, indeed, in connection with 
those bitter quarrels which prevailed be- 
tween Roman Catholics and Protestants 
in England at the time of the Reforma- 
tion. 

lie was brought up in a monastery on 
the continent under à totally different 
name than his own, was believed to have 
perished, and when, after reaching man- 
hood and refusing to become a monk, he 
returned to England to claim his exten- 
sive estates, which even to this day em- 
brace an area of some 30,000 acres in 
Northumberland, his identity was ques- 
tioned, and he was compelied to institute 
legal proceedings in order to establish 
it. This he did, by describing, among 
other things, all curious marks of the 
family punch bowl, and also the strange 
markings of a pet cat, which he had as a 
boy. 

A few years ago, or, to be more precise, 
in 1008, advertisements were published in 
American and Canadian newspapers for 
the descendants of Edward Swinburne, 
the youngest brother of the sixth baronet, 
who, born in 1765, crossed the Atlantic to 
the western hemisphere, where all traces 
of him were lost. The advertisements 
were in connection with the inheritance 
of extensive estates belonging to the 
Swinburne family in Austria.

Swinburne is a well known name in the 
dominions of Emperor Francis Joseph. 
Henry Swinburne, the traveler and au- 
thor, brother of the fourth and fifth bar. 
onets, became a great favorite of Empress 
Maria Theresa and also of her son, Em- 
peror Joseph, who was the godfather of 
one of the Swinburne children. Through 
his influence Henry Swinburne’s nephew, 


Robert Swinburne, entered the Austrian 


military service, In which he rose to the 
tank of field marshal, besides being for 
many years Austrian viceroy of Lom- 
bardy. He was created a baron of the 
Austrian empire. 

The old field marshal left a son, Edward 
Robert, born in 1825, who died in 1906 in- 
testate as a colonel of the Austrian army, 
and as a chamberlain of Emperor Francis 
Joseph, without issue, having been pre- 
deceased by his only ster, Mary, Count- 
ess Lazzarini, who also left no issue, con- 
sequently the extensive Swinburne estates 
in Austria should have gone to the de- 
scendants of the field marshal’s younger 
brother, Edward, who, as I mentioned 
above, came to America about To and 
disappeared from view. 

As the advertisements published in the 
American and Canadian papers failed to 
reveal the existence of any descendants of 
Edward Swinburne, the Austrian prop- 
erty went to the descendants of the field 
marshal’s eldest brother, the sixth bar- 
onet, and are now in the possession of the 
latter's great-grandeon, the present and 
¢ighth baronet, Sir Hubert Swinburne of 
Capheaton. | 1

Two Grand Juries Will 


Delve Into Question of La 
Salle’s Insolvency. 


EXTRA INTEREST LATER 


Federal and state special grand juries, 
which suspended their researches into the 
La Salle bank failure for a few days, will 
meet again today. The grand jury di- 
rected by District Attorney Wilkerson 
will make every effort to complete the 
inquiry this week, 

The state’s attorney has proceeded more 
slowly than the federal government in 
the gathering of evidence because of the 
lesser means at his command. Much of 
the week will be spent, it is announced. 
in the presentation of evidence showing 
that the bank was insolvent long before 
it ceased to accept deposits. Later, spe- 
cial matters, such as the “extra inter- 
est feature, will be considered. 


Receivers to Testify Today. 

The federal investigation is also con- 
cerned in the insolvency question, and 
testimony showing the value of three 
Munday enterprises down state will be 
given to the jury today by E. A. Hall, 
receiver for the People’s State bank of 
East Alton, and Henry Merriam, re- 
ceiver for the Bank of Smithboro and 
C. B. Munday & Co. 

The testimony of these men, added to 
the mass of figures and facts gathered 
last week by Assistant District Attorney 
Fleming and Accountant Hiram B. Kad- 
ish, will complete the inquiry into the in- 
solvency of the bank when it was a na- 
tional institution. 


Insolvency Feature to Come Up. 

Three witnesses will appear before the 
state grand jury—Frank M. Spobr, audi- 
tor of the La Salle bank; Thomas Me- 
Donald, assistant cashier, and Joseph K. 
Witzel, president of Sidney Long & Co., 
a Munday brokerage house. 

In addition to the insolvency feature 
they are expected to tell of the alleged 
sale of two notes to a Boston bank when 
they were given to the La Salle bank for 
collection by the Illinois State ba~k. More 
subpeenas will be issued for witnesses 
today, among them probably Mrs. Mary 
Quinlan Kuhns Brady, wife of the state 
auditor.

‘Nationalist parties have acquiesced in, 


the king’s suggestion that they attend 
this meeting. The conference, it is said, 
will take place at an early date, and ft 
ia expected that Premier Asquith will 
make an announcement to this effect in 
the house of commons during the second 
reading of the amending bill this after- 
noon. 

It is probable that the king will receive 
the delegates, but it is improbable that 
he will preside over the deliberations of 
the conference. The election of a chair- 
man, if oné is thought to be necessary, 
may be decided by the conference itself. 


Situation Little Changed. 

The Daily Mail adds that the decision 
to convene the conference follawed nego- 
tiations which were carried out at the 
suggestion of the king during the week 
end, 

The situation outside of the conference 
plan has not changed in fhe last twenty 
four hours. The political writes of the 
newspapers say that the obstacles to a 
peaceful settlement of the question are 
big and they have nothing definite to say 
as to any prospect of betterment. 

The second reading of the amending bill 
to the home rule measure is nominally the 
business before the house of commons 
today, but there is some probability that 
the debate may be adjourned until Tues 
day. If such an adjournment should be 
made, it may follow the expected an- 
nouncement of Premier Asquitl of th« 
king’s invitation to the leaders of the 
political parties to attend a conference 
on the Irish situation.

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MARINES ARRIVE; 


THREATEN HAITI 


Transport Under Orders to 
Take Move for Possi- 
ble Intervention. 


BIG PROBLEM FOR U. 8. 


Washington, D. C., Jwy 19.—Three hun- 
Cred American marines, the vanguard of 
the expedition ordered to warn the turbu- 
lent little Dominican and Haitien repub- 
lies that they must quiet down on pain of 
intervention by the United States, arrived 
at Guantanamo, Cuba, today on the trans- 
port Hancock from Vera Cruz. 

This force, within a day’s sail of the 
coast of Haiti, at the first sign of an emer- 
gency will be sent over to reinforce the 
crews of the American men-of-war sta- 
tioned about the island. 


Win Bring More Marines. 

The Hancock is under orders t» proceed 
at once to Philadelphia to take about 30, 
or 400 marines from the barracks there to 
Guantanamo, 

Navy officials realize that if interven- 
tion in the Dominican republic or Hait 
becomes necessary, the force already or- 
dered out will not be large enough to deal 
with the situation. Ccnsequentiy tenta 
tive plans already are being considered 
for dispatching additional vessels to the 
scene. 


U. 8. Faces Big Problem. 

Recent big developments in Mexico have 
obscured the fact that the United States 
ia face to face with a menacing situation 
«i tne Cégibb@n sea. Large questions 
involving the supremacy of the United 
States in the vicinity of the Panama canal 
and important economic and political in- 
terests are at stake in the present troubles 
in Haiti and Santo Domingo. 

The island for months has en sur- 
round by a dozen United States war- 
ships; African marines and bluejackets 
have been landed in two ports of Haiti. 

The alm of the administration is to 
avoid forcible intervention in either coun- 
try if possible, but after months of patient 
dealing with the situat:on by diplomacy 
it has been found necesary to put an ex 
peditionary force within easy striking 
distance of the capitale of both Haiti and 
Santo Domingo.

Vera Cruz, July 19.—The agent at this 
port of the Mexican Navigation company 
received orders today from Mexico City 
to dispatch a steamer immediately to 
Puerto Mexico to transport ex-President 
Huerta and the members of his party to 
Jamaica. The agent replied there was no 
steamer available, but that he woud en- 
deavor to communicate with one believed 
to be in the vicinity of Progreso. 


ZAPATA REBELS A MENACE. 

Washington, D. C., July 19.—Dispatches 
from Mexico City and Vera Cruz, which 
declared that the followers of Zapata 
were dangerously near the capital, are 
confirmed by advices to the state depart- 
ment. Officials here for sonie time have 
been cognizant of the strength of the 
Zapata troops, but the American govern- 
ment has been able to exert its influence 
with Zapata to prevent an attack on Mex- 
ico City.

‘THE HOOK’ MENAGES MANY
